With reference to the remarks of D.C. (Special 
Branch) on the attached report, it has been ascertained 
that the establishing of an office of tne Japanese Secret 
Miilitary Police at 442 Jessfield Road, O.0O.L. dates back 
to the latter part of December, 1537. It was removed at 
the bexinning of February, 1958 to 94 Jessfield Road, 
where the Japanese Military Police Headouarters for the 
Nestern District are at present situated. 

Discreet inquiries made in the vicinity of the 
premises on Jessfield Road elicit the infor:ation that 
du>ing the period from December to February, a number of 
Chinese of the loafer type were seen frequently visiting 
442 Jessfield Road. It was, however, impossibdle to 
ascertain whether there were any military officers among 
the visitors. Nevertheless, it is an undeniable fact 


that auite a number of unscrupulous Chinese military 


_ officers and politicians who can be termed Opportunists, 


are now being employed by the Japanese authorities for
